As tha pure food commisslionor for
Nebraska, Governor Sheldon has
finally asked the attorney general for
an ofcial oplolon on the meaning of
that sectlon of the pure food law
which relates to the misbranding of
food packages.

It seems that without waltlng for
any advice from the state’s law depart-
ment the deputy food commissioner
has been sinshing right and left on his
theory of what the law ought to be
When this deputy wrote to the county
attorney of Douglas county some time
8go, calling upon him to arrest and
prosecute the South Omaha packers
for not stating the welghta on their
encased hamas and bacons, the county
attorney in reply politely suggested
that the gection of the law referred to
would not warrant the reading the
deputy food commissioner gaye It and
asked outright whether the attorney
general had ever made a ruling upon
it. But the great deputy food com-
missloner disdainfally ignored this
very pertinent quesilon. Instead of
first finding out whether he was right
before golng ahead, this over-officlous
underofficial began a serles of lecture
engagements through the state and
started a round robin o the country
newspapers, telllng how consclentious
ha 18 In the performance of his duty
and what & tremendouns task he has
undertaken to prevent people [rom
belng short-weighted by their grocers,
The particular section of the pure
food law which is supposed to be In
question would not serlously trouble
any grammar school pupil able to
parse a sentence, It declares that an
nrtiele of food shall be deemed to be
misbranded *“if sold for use in Ne-
braska, and In package form other
than canned goods, contents, welght or
measure are not correctly stated on
the outside of the package.” The all
wise deputy food commissioner, him-
self, admits that In order to support
his position he has to ingert a word
out of his own mind and make it read,
‘‘eontents In welght or measure,'" al-
though even at that he has bean una-
ble to find any positive mandate In
the law to require the packnges to be
iabelled at all with any one of the
three items of “‘contents, welght or
measure,'’

There are other undisputed sections
of the law relating to other matters
whose enforcement would keep the
deputy food commigsioner quite busy
if g0 disposed, but it would not enable
him to pose as a modern Ajax defying
the meat packers nor to lssue dally
proclamations that ““the law s on the
statute books and must be enforced"
before he has even had a legal opinion
as to what the lu\:' calls for,

LAWFUL MUXNEY AND RERERVES.

The flood of recommendations for
legisiation revising thd currency sys-
tem contalns many plans that would
be sotL down at once as Judicrous, were
not the lack of appreciation of baslc
principles emphasized by a semi-official
notlee from the Treasury department
relative to the uses to which the pro-
posed issue of $100,000,000 in “cer-
tificates of indebtedness'’ may be put,
The notice Indlcates that even the
financlers at the head of some of the
blggest banking institutions do not
clearly understand the laws limiting
the use of different forms of money.
The Treasury department anhounces
that the proposed fssus of 3 per cent
short term certificates of Indebledness
cannot be made, directly or Indirectly,
a part of a national bank's reserves.
This Information s not vouchsaled
gratultously, but becnuse certain New
York bankers had concelved the notlon
that they would be allowed to use
these evidences of government Indebt-
edness to replenish thelr depleted re-
BETYE TesSOurces.

The fallure of the New York banks
to maintain the reserves demandod by
law has begn one of the most fruitful

sources of financial trouble. These
funds have been conslderably below
the legal requirement since the be-

ginnipg of the depresslon In August,
but 8 marked tmprovement has heen
Intely accomplished and, with the re-
cent gold Importations, normal and
legal condMlions are being rapldly re-
stored. Complete restorantion of the
réperve must be sccomplished by the
banks themselves, through legitimate
wethods pnd not by auny assistance
offered by the
certficatcs of Indebtedness. The law
is explicitly plain on the question of
legal reserves, 2o plain that it 1 sur-
prising that baukerg anywhere ghould
need further advice instruction,

Under the provislons of the nationnd
benkiug act, evary natlonal bank in
"ol which there
pizieen in the country, must have o
band al all times ““in lawful mopey of
the United States,” an amount egual
1o il least 26 per cent of (he aggrennts
of all its deposits In nonsreserve
cities, the minlmum reserve required of
pational banks Is 15 per cent of its
deposits, This leaves but one quedtion
whith ghould be plain to the banker,
however lll~posted the layman may be,
us to what copstitutes “lawiul money
of the United States.” The courts have
repeatedly passed upom this proposi-
tion and the definitions are thus com-
piled by the New York Commercial,
from six different sectione of the re-
vised statutes

PUSTAL BANKS AND PANICS.

Two potent argumenta In support
of Postmaster General Meyer's plan
for the establishment of a postal sav-
ings bank system have been furnished
recently, A Brooklyn workingman,
alarmed over the reports of the bank-
ing conditions, withdrew §2,000 ‘of
his savings from a loeal bank and
bought with the money twenty $100
money orders, payable to himselfl. He
then resumed his work, apparently
sitigfled that his savings weére securs.
The second argument is supplied -in
theé reports that thousands of men
and women from all parts of the coun-
try are sonding offers to the Treasury
department at Washiogton for soma
of the new certificates of Indebtodnoess
to be lssued by the government, bapr-
Ing 3 per cent Interest and running
for one year from date of {ssus, These
offers, according to Washington od-
vices, are In various amounts, runniug
from $50 to $5,000, the majority of
them belng from persons who want
amounts less than $500. The total of
these tenders has not been announced,
but It s admitted to be large, and ls
aceepted as proof of the existence of
a vast sum c¢f money belonging to
working people and others who prefer
to hoard their earnings or to invest
them in some form of government de-
bentures rather than leave them in the
custody of the banks.

Under the plan proposed by the post-
master general this people’'s hoard
would be kept in eclreulation, regard-
less of financial flurries in Wali street
or elsewhere. The money deposited
with the Postofice department would
be at once placed in the banks in the
districts where the deposits originated.
Thus the money would go into clreula-
tion Immediately, Instead of being
congested In eastern financial cehters
or hidden by over cautious persons
Those who insist upon having the fed-
eéral government become responsible
for their savings would receive a mod-
erate rate of Interest, suggested by the
postmaster general at 2 per cent, on
deposits. In postal- banks and would
thus help to keep the country pros-
perous by making use of these govern-
ment depositories of the safety of
which even the most timorous could
entertain no doubt. Clearly the post-
master general has all the arguments
in his favor in his efforts to convince
congress of the necessity of establisgh-
ing the postal savings banks.

OANCELLATION OF ORDERS

A point decldedly interesting in its
bearing upon the fnancial depression
has been rafged by the attitude of cer-
tuin manufacturers in the east, headed
by the United States Steal corporation,
In refusing to cancel orders for goods
for future dellvery. The cotton and
woolen mills in the New England dis-
trict and thg manufacturers of bal-
briggan underwear throughout the
country have joined in the movement
and are notifying patrons that orders
placed In the early summer for fall
or winter delivery cannot be cancelled
now, but that the goods ordered will
be delivered at the prices then agreed
upon. The Steel company has glven
an emphatic order to Its agents to
maintaln prices and (o acceplt orders
ooly on the eame conditions that were
in foree heratolore.

For years the textile and other
muanufacturing concerus have been
working overtime and have been un-
able Lo meet promptly the demands (or
their wares. As a resnit buyoers have
plaved orders far in advance, at stify
prices, In order to sccure the goods
when needed, With the prospect of
reduced demand, the merchants natur-
ally expect lower prices and want to
in opder to take advantage of
readjusted priced, Manufucturers con-
tend, the other band, that they
have bought thelr raw materials, on
tha bakls of these orders, have either
manufuctured the goods or arranged
for thely manufacture on the old basis
und that they must enforce
of the early contriacts or sufléer heavs
losges. DBuyers, of course, made the
contracts suppoalng they were advan-
tagrous and assumed obligations which
they presumed were in thelr favor,
even though they are now pressing for
canceliagtion thht they may benefit by
lower prices.

Aside from the meriis of the contro-
versy between manufacturers and job-
bers, the refusal to sceept cancella-
tions Is a significant recognition of the
stability of business conditions In the
country. The manufacturers are aévi-
dently convinced that the merchants
are In position to meet their obliga-
tions, Otherwise there would be less
determination to enforce such con-
tracts. Manufacturers do oot seek to
foree thelr wares upon jobbers who
are unable to pay for them, contracts
or no contracts, and jobbers are no
more dizposad to foree delivery upon
retallers ln foanclal stress. The re-
fusal to cancel orders In effect, em-
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conditions of businesa aré sound, de-
epite the collapse of over-infiation,

Over In Chicago members of the
school board have been having quite
a tiit with the superintendent of
schools over the form of a test to he
given the boys and girls in the highor
grammar grades to show whathar they
can spell correctly the ordinary words
they would be required to use If they
sought employment in business, The
real test is belng glven day by day by
those who are paseing from the schools
into business employments and the al-
moet unanimous verdiet of the busi-
ness man, not only of Chicago, but of
Omaha and elawhere, Is that the school
work I8 defective In this particular.
